““~ MUNICIPAL YACHT CLUB” 


In a city, at the confluence of two-great rivers, there 
is an extensive park bounded on three sides by streets 
and on the fourth by a perpendicular cliff of rock, forty 
feet high, which rises abruptly from the water. There 
is no roadway at the base of this cliff. 

In this park and on the edge of the cliff, the city 
proposes to build what for lack of a better name may 
be called a Municipal Yacht Club. In effect it will be 
a place of arrival and departure for the many citizens 
who commute daily by motorboat or hydro-aeroplane. 
They will embark or disembark on floats with the con- 
dition of the river, which has a maximum difference in 
level between high and low tide of six feet. “The floats 
will be moored to a masonry quai which will be built 
at the base of the cliff. These floats may be so ar- 
ranged as to form a small harbor for landing purposes 
but boats and planes will not be allowed to anchor or 
refill there. 

From the masonry quai passengers may gain the top 
of the cliff by means of two elevators or by a stairway 
or stairways. These elevators and the stairs may either 
be built on the face of the cliff or tunneled in the rock, 
or a combination of both systems may be employed. 

On or near the edge of the cliff the Municipality will 
build a one-story building to contain: 

A waiting-room of 6,000 square feet; 

A room for light refreshments (no kitchen required) 
of 1,800 square feet ; 

A room for the reception and delivery of luggage, 
parcels, etc. (no heavy freight) of 1,800 square feet; 

Toilet rooms for men and women. 

Somewhere in the composition must rise a tower 
visible from the water, which will serve as a lighthouse 
or beacon and on which the direction of the wind will 
be indicated to serve those who arrive by hydro-aero- 
plane. 

As the approach to this building from the land side 
is through the park, adequate roadway and parking 
spaces for motors and buses must be provided and the 
general embellishment of the grounds around the build- 
ing considered by the student.

‘““~ COLONNADE AROUND A SWIMMING POOL” 

On a private estate, the general treatment of the 
grounds includes an open air swimming pool partially 
or totally surrounded by a colonnade, with a shelter 
forming a summer house or pavilion which should not 
be more than about 400 square feet. “The pool is ap- 
proximately 30 feet wide and 60 feet long. Around 
it is a paved walk, and around the walk is the colon- 
nade, the disposition of which is left to the imagination 
of the student. The ground covered by the composition 
shall not exceed 100 feet by 70 feet. 

It is assumed that the pool and its colonnade are 
visible and accessible from the owner’s residence, from 
which it is separated by a formal garden. “The ap- 
proach to the pool is to be clearly shown. In placing 
the pool, it is left to the student’s discretion whether 
the approach from the residence and the garden should 
lead to one of the short sides or one of the long sides 
of the colonnade. ‘The terrain in any case is practically 
level.
